Part 
of the surface was lald last winter, 
and A, W. Haddow, efty engineer of 
Edmonton, stated rezantly that the 
roadway had withstood perfectly all

Ells shipped 70 carloads of the sands 


tal shipped in all preceding years. 
Then he built a new type of heating 
and mixing plant, at a cost of $2,000, 
with a daily production of 520 square 
yards of two-inch compacted surface. 
The final cost of the paving at Jas- 
per was $1.0f a square yard, while 
Pavement from imported materials 
costs $1.23 at Edmonton. It is est:

Temperature At Equator Of Mars 
Over Sixty Degrees 

Not many years ago it was thought 

that the temperature of Mars was too 

\low to support life. But by an ingen- 


\fous device for measuring the temper- 


| chat even in the Polar regions the 
|temperature rises to well over freez- 
\ing point. ‘The temperature at the 
; equator of Mars is almost that of a 
| clear sunny spring day on earth in the 
| latitude of New York, or between 60 
and 70 degrees Fahrenheit. 

Photographs taken {in infra-red, 
|yellow, and ultra-violet Nght seem to 
| show that the planet has an atmos- 
{phere of considerable depth, though 
much rarer than that of the earth. 
Other observations show that the 
density of the surface atmosphere of 
‘Mars cannot be greater than it is 
eleven miles above the surface of our 
own planet, 

While Marg can be observed to ad- 
vantage by the telescope only in al- 
ternate years, and then for only a

his meeting there with God, for “the 
prophet’s own soul, inspired by the 
God within him, shaped it) in his 
imagination” While meditating there 
he was brought to face the question 
of his own motive in withdrawing to 
the wilderness; “What does thou 
here, Elijah?”
